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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Figure 5 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 121(d)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the examiner does not accept 
the changes, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 7 5 lines 1 1 and 
15, page 9, lines 2, 5, and 7, the term "MT", after the phrase "magnetic tape", should be replaced 
with the term — T— . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 {JSC § 112 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is vague and indefinite. On lines 6-8, the phrase "the reel-up is performed while 
moving the tissue. . .performed without moving the tissue." set forth non-equivalent alternatives. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4, 7-12, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sakaguchi et al (U.S. Patent No. 4,909,455). 
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With respect to Claims 1-4, 7-12, and 14, Sakaguchi et al, Figure 2, teach an apparatus 
that improves the appearance of a tape being wound on a tape reel, the apparatus includes a 
tissue 15 which is positioned in parallel to an inner surface of a flange of a tape reel 2 and pushes 
a tape edge of the tape against the inner surface, wherein the reel-up of the tape is performed 
while moving the tissue in the same direction as the reel-up direction of the tape. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5, 6, 13, and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sakaguchi et al as applied to claims 1-4, 7-12, and 14 above. 

With respect to Claims 5, 6, and 13, Sakaguchi et al are advanced above. Sakaguchi et al 
teach al the elements of the tissue except for a finished fabric. It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to provide Sakaguchi et al with a finished fabric rather than a 
nonwoven fabric because such would eliminate the problem of fibers coming off of the 
nonwoven fabric. 

With respect to 15-20, Sakaguchi et al are advanced above. Sakaguchi et al teach al the 
elements of the tissue except for the use of an optical tape. However, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art the any tape can be subjected to the improvement of the 
tape's appearance.
